ABUSE AT PRISON HOSPITAL

A growing rage is permeating the 
Gay Community. It is directed against 
the abuse of inmates in the Jenner 
Homosexual Unit of the Department of 
Corrections Medical Facility at 
Vacaville. The homosexual unit consists 
of five wings containing some 1,400 
inmates. Between 75 and 80% of the 
inmate population at Vacaville are 
homosexuals. 

“Vacaville articles,” stories telling of 
the horrors of electro-convulsive shock, 
prolixin and anti-testosterone injections, 
have become regular features in many 
(continued next page) 
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George E. Dye, the Republican 
candidate for the 10th Assembly 
District, proposes a new state law 
providing for involuntary castration of 
all homosexuals. 

Dye claims the backing of Los 
Angeles Chief of Police Edward Davis, 
Lt. Ellis of the San Francisco Police 
Department and former San Quentin 
Warden Clinton Duffy. These persons, 
Dye says, have all made public 
statements to the effect that most 
crimes are committed by homosexuals. 

Dye quotes Duffy as saying that 70% 
of the inmates at San Quentin are 
homosexuals. He quotes other prison 
officials at Folsom and San Quentin as 
estimating that between 70 and 90% of 
the inmates are homosexuals. 

“These homos are devoid of 
self-respect and character. Sending them 
to prison is as frightening to them as 
sending a herd of monkeys to a banana 
plantation,” Dye said. 

The main theme of Dye’s campaign 
literature is that most criminals are 
homosexuals, that imprisonment is no 
deterrent to crime because homosexuals 
don’t mind going to prison, and in fact, 
many commit crimes so they will be 
able to get into the “banana 
plantation.” 

“When two males are sexually 
attracted to each other they both need 
brain surgery,” Dye said, “and 
castration is quick, safe and a very 
effective method of brain surgery that 
will not only benefit the patients; but 
will have a profound effect on 
homosexuals throughout the state.” 

“One nurse with a needle and one 
old cowhand with a castrating knife can 
in one hour reform more criminals than 
all of the- world’s psychiatrists could 
reform in a century.”

campaign literature: “Only a 
homosexual would consider it cruel to 
cure a man of repulsive behavior,” “If 
you are tired of paying taxes to turn our 
prisons into rest homes for homosexuals 
Vote June 6th,” “Either your heart 
bleeds for homosexuals and you want 
more crime; or you want less crime,” 
“Homosexual news media will attept to 
brainwash the public into believing 
castration is cruel punishment,” and “If 
castration were made mandatory, the 
taxpayers would save millions of 
dollars—” 

Dye’s district is considered a 
stronghold of the John Birch Society. 
He is expected to win by a large margin. 
Dye claims that most Republican 
legislators support his proposed 
legislation.

Gay publications, and have been 
reported in B.A.R. and underground 
publications. 

The smoldering rage was enflamed 
by the news of the death of a Gay 
inmate under very questionable 
circumstances (B.A.R. head story, April 
1). Although the death of Little Bit is 
listed as suicide by the Solano County 
Coroner, fellow-prisoners and all 
members of the SAN FRANCISCO 
RADICAL GAY CAUCUS are 
convinced that Little Bit was driven to 
attempt suicide by cruel and inhumane 
treatment, and that he died due to 
medical neglect following the suicide 
attempt. 

The Gay Movement moved on three 
fronts in reaction to the incident ; angry 
demonstrators, representing the SAN 
FRANCISCO RADICAL GAY 
CAUCUS, demonstrated at Vacaville, 
March 25; a social-action group has 
moved to bring legal action to. halt the 
abuse of Gay inmates, and a 
homosexual rights group is using its 


connections in the legislature to get a 
legislative investigation of conditions at 
Vacaville. 

The March 25 demonstration was 
marked by sharp hostilities between 
demonstrators and guards. At one point, 
guards taunted demonstrators with 
“Take one step inside the gate, so you’ll 
be in range of the guard tower, and see 
what happens.” The quiet 
demonstration was conducted on the 
highway in front of Vacaville, as prison 
authorities forbade demonstrations on 
prison lands. Among the signs: “Steel 
plated doors on cells, no windows. Just 
a few pencil-sized air-holes in the plates 
- that’s the homosexual unit at 
Vacaville,” “Maximum Psychiatric 
Diagnostic Unit means Gay Auschwitz,” 
“What’s being done to Gays behind the 
walls of Vacaville that made Westley 
Ashmore hang himself?”, “We want an 
investigation,” “Vacaville, the Gay 
Aushwitz,” and “Ashmore got one 
year-to-life for sucking a dick. Who’s 
next?”

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Vacaville March 30 to visit Albert Gay, 
a GAA member incarcerated at the 
prison. Broshears reports that Gay had 
been subjected to electro-convulsive 
shock and other tortures at the hands of 
prison doctors. Gay’s legs were covered 
with bleeding ulcers, due to medical 
neglect, according to Broshears. 
Broshears says that when he protested 
about the medical neglect of Gay, Dr. 
Porter told him that Gay, and other 
“agitator” prisoners were being sent to 
the California Men’s Colony at Las 
Padres (another Gay prison) to “put 
them out of range of the San Francisco 
Gay Militants.” 

The emotional reaction of Gays to 
the death is attributable to the 
long-smoldering resentments over the 
hypocrisy of the anti-sex laws, and more 
specifically over the use of Gays for 
medical and surgical experiments by 
Vacaville doctors. The experiments, 
which are supposedly conducted to Fmd 
a cure for homosexuality, consist of 
such things as the injection of anectine, 
prolixin and anti-testosterone. 

At a Nov., 19, 1971 prison 
conference at U.C. Davis, Department 
of Corrections Psychiatrist Dr. George 
Bach-y-rita disclosed that the drug 
anti-testosterone has proven effective 
“to counteract sex-drive and reduce 
tensions a prisoner feels, without the 
negative side-effects in terms of poor 
self-image, that direct castration 
creates.” Anti-testosterone causes 
irreversible atrophy of the testicles. 

Anectine is a paralytic drug which 


causes complete paralysis of all muscles, 
including those needed for breathing. It 
is supposed to frighten the “patient” 
and cuase him to lose the desire to 
engage in disapproved behavior. 

Prolixin is a personality-altering 
drug. It causes the victim to go on a real 
bad trip, during which he has terrifying 
delusions, loss of contact with reality, 
sleeplessness, nervous agitation, severe 
body pains, fuzzy eyesight and inability 
to think. The bad trip lasts for three 
weeks. 

The Federal Drug Administration 
has publicly disavowed its approval of 
the use of either of these drugs for the 
purposes for which they are being used 
at Vacaville. 

Numerous inmates on which the 
drugs have been tested say that the 
drugs are injected forcibly as a 
punishment, and not for any medical 
purpsoe. According to inmates, after the 
drug is injected, the “doctor” says, “I 
am doing this to you because you are a 
cocksucker. In a minute, I’ll give you 
the antidote, but if you ever suck cock 
again, I won’t give you the antidote and 
you’ll die.” 

Prolixin isn’t something that’s used 
only in rare causes: Dr. L.J. Pope, 
Medical Superintendent of Vacaville, 
told the San Francisco Examiner that 
prolixin was administered to 1,093 
inmates at Vacaville during 1971. 

Even prolixin is not strong enough 
to “cure” some “patients.” According 
to Dr. Pope, electro-convulsive shock 
was administered to 433 Vacaville 


inmates during 1971. An eyewitness 
account, by an inmate of a mental 
hospital, asserts that “the treatment is 
not given for any medical reasons, but 
as a punishment for violation of ward 
rules.” The patient describes the 
treatment as follows: 

“They hit you with the first jolt, and 
you experience pain that you would 
never believe possible. At the same 
moment, you see what could be 
described as a flash of lightning. You 
cannot breathe, and they apply oxygen. 
During all this, you are in convulsions. 
This lasts only a few moments, but it 
seems like a lifetime. A few seconds 
after that, the pain is so sever that you 
pass out. 

“About three months before I left 
the hopsital, they mad# us (by 
threatening us with shock treatments) 
sign a paper saying that we have agreed 
to let them test drugs on us. ” 

Of equal importance with the 
medical neglect and abuse of Gay 
inmates at Vacaville, the Gay rage is 
caused by outrage over the anti-sex 
lottery. 

Resentments on this issue swelled 
after San Franci&o Chronicle columnist 
Charles McCabe published a column on 
‘‘Carl,” a young man who was 
incarcerated in Vacaville for 12 years 
for the heinous crime of masturbation 
(Lewd and Lascivious Conduct, the 
same heinous offense that Ashmore 
committed). Carl’s landlady peeked 
through the keyhole and observed him

masturbating in a locked bathroom. She 
called police. Carl was convicted and 
sentenced to one-year-to-life. He served 
twelve years, because of the policy of 
the California Adult Authority of never 
paroling sex offenders. 

C.arl’s case is by no means 
extraordinary: 6,300 or 30% of all 
prisoners in the California prison system 
are incarcerated for masturbation, oral 
copulation, sodomy and other 
non-victim sex offenses. Many of them 
are arrested on other charges, but they 
are denied parole, and in fact, 
incarcerated solely because they indulge 
in sex. Because of the puritanical policy 
of the parole board, this class of 
criminal serves an average of 16.4 years, 
more than twice the average time served 
for first degree murder. 

To the Gay mind, there is something 
utterly insane about a society that 
punishes solitary masturbation and 
other sex acts more severely than 
murder, something utterly hypocritical 


about policemen, judges, district 
attorneys and jurymen, all of whom 
masturbate themselves, sending a 
fellow-masturbator to prison for a crime 
that 96% of the population are guilty 
of. 

Many primitive societies conduct an 
annual lottery to select someone to be 
sacrificed to the Gods to assure that the 
crops will grow. The practical effect of 
the anti-sex law enforcement is a 
de-facto lottery. 

Our hypocritical Society outlaws 
almost all sex, but since its hypocrisy 
would be exposed if it punished 
everyone guilty, a lottery called sex-law 
enforcement is operated to select a few 
people to serve as scapegoats for 
Society’s guilt feelings. In a type of 
Messiahism, the collective consciousness 
feels it is redeemed from the sin of sex 
by inflicting punishment on a few 
scapegoats. The idea of a scapgoat 
atoning for the sins of all is the basic 
ethic of Christianity, and is therefore 
deeply ingrained in the culture. 

The risk of being selected by the 


lottery is much greater for people who 
live in small towns. The applied 
ignorances and taboos of the churches 
are more firmly entrenched in rural 
areas, so those who happen to be in the 
wrong place at the wrong time have a 
much greater chance of falling into the 
clutches of the anti-sex Establishment, 
and thus become scapegoats to atone 
for the sins of all. 

An anonymous inmate at the 
Vacaville anti-sex prison managed to get 
a crudely written story smuggled out. 
The story, which he wants to get 
published, complains of the cruelties of 
solitary confinement and the evils of 
indeterminate sentencing - the legal 
tool that causes sex offenders to serve 
such long terms. The story reads in part 
as follows: 

“Well no it's eight o’clock. Time to 
lock up. Nothing to do, no one to talk 
to. What am I to do? Does anyone hear 
me? Don’t you care what happens to 
us?’’

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DON JACKSON ANSWERS TOM EDWARDS 

Editor: 

I was flabbergasted by Thomas M. 
Edwards’ letter challenging the historical facts 
of the anti-homosexual hysteria, persecutions 
and purge conducted by the late Senator 
Joseph McCarthy and Richard Milhous Nixon. 
Readers who doubt that these “two great 
Americans” are guilty of persecuting 
homosexuals, are referred to the national 
news magazines or any of the-scores of books 
on the McCarthy-Nixon purges during the 
McCarthy Era. 

Although Edwards claims to have been 
drafted into the army as a declared 
homosexual, the official, much-published 
policy of the Defense Department is, 
“Homosexuals are unsuitable for military 
service, and are not permitted to serve in the 
Armed Forces in any capacity.” If a 
homosexual somehow lies and gets into the 
Armed Forces, he lives in constant fear of 
getting exposed. If he admits to being Gay, or 
is caught in a homosexual act, he will be- 
court-martialed and given an undesirable 
discharge - usually after doing a few years at 
hard labor. 

I don’t know what thee regulation 
regarding nudity was during the time Edwards 
was in the army,, but current military 
regulations strictly prohibit nudity in military 
pools, and in fact, prohibit nudity at any 
time, including in barracks. Even nude 
sleeping is not permitted. 

Anyone who doubts that these regulations 
are not zealously enforced, should call their 
nearest Provost Marshall or recruiting center. 

Mr. Edwards’ many letters echo the 
slogans and myths of the radical right. The 
radical right is a political philosophy based on 
emotionalism, slogans, myths and rhetoric. 
But clever rhetoric and beautiful-sounding 
slogans do not compensate for lack of facts. 
Perhaps Hitler was able to convicne Germans 
by “repeating a lie often enought,” but Gay 
people in America today are smart enough to 
see that the King is naked. Edwards’ 
police-can-do-no-wrong line, is just another 
product of the propaganda mill of the radical 
right. 

In a prvious letter, Edwards attacks a 
B.A.R. story on the drive against victimless 
crime. The truth is that there IS a police drive 
on victimless crime. The State Bureau of 
Criminal Statistics reports that during 1971, 
there were 34,563 misdemeanor arrests in San 
Francisco, of which 3,596 (11%) were for 
victim crime and 29,967 (89%) were for 
non-victim offenses - common drunk, 
gambling, marijuana and homosexual acts. Of 
the 13,136 felony arrests, 3,591 (40%) were 
for non-victim sex and drug offenses. 

Arrests for non-victim sex offenses 
increased from 177 in 1968 to 2,543 in 1971, 
an increase of 1800% in three years. 

Although the number of violent crimes 
reported has continuously climbed, the 
number of arrests for these offenses has 
decreased for three years in a row. Policement 
say that this is due to lack of manpower. The

truth, as clearly proven by the above 
statistics, is that the police prefer to deploy 
themselves on non-victim crime. After all, it’s 
a lot safer entrapping homosexuals than 
trying to arrest dangerous robbers, burglars 
and rapists. The real criminals are having a 
hey-day in San Francisco, because the police 
spend far too much time hassling drunks, 
chasing fairies through the park, and 
entrapping gamblers, whores, drug users, 
hippies and homosexuals.

Retrenching on the McCarthy issue. Why 
didn’t we receive an unqualified “no”? 
Wouldn’t he have given “no” to the question 
if “communist” had replaced “homosexual”? 
If not, would the answer have differed any 
from the one he gave? Were Gays then not the 
subject of equal persecution and 
group-lumping generalization to the 
Communists by McCarthy? Tell me “no”, Mr. 
Edwards, for laughs. 

In relation to his homosexual activities in 
the Army (U.S. or Salvation?), did he - Mr.

Mr. Edwards’ heroes have failed to 
keep their promises but they have indeed not 
failed to foil, persecute, prosecute and harass 
the Gay Community. That, as President, 
Richard Nixon could be presidential decree 
end Gay discrimination in federal 
employment (and consequently, end 
“security risk” labelling for “Gays” per se).

Mr. Edwards’ letter has (as usual) only 
proven that Mr. Barnum’s saying has some 
application. Perhaps Mr. Edwards has a 
psychological need for preferring to be held as 
a “security risk.” If so, would he please resign 
is S.F. Police-Community Relations post. If 
not resign, then his admitted homosexuality 
has liberated the blackmail possibly. In which 
case Mr. Edwards should start liberating his 
conservative political chums, for everyone’s 
sake.

Mr. Stokes is “sorry” and says he will 
personally present the Lesbian Mothers 
proposal AGAIN (third time) at the next FSA 
board meeting. But that will be even closer to 
the June election.

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If I had any doubt about there being 
any homosexual movement in San 
Francisco, the illusion was destroyed at 
San Francisco State College in a class 
held April 4th on homosexual organiza¬ 
tions as part of Dr. L. Flynn’s class on 
“Homosexuality as a Social Issue.” 

It has always been my concern that 
only about 1% of San Francisco’s homo¬ 
sexual population was at all interested 
in the Gay Movement at its peak in 
1968. In the last three years that num¬ 
ber has dropped to an infinitesimal per¬ 
centage of that 1% for all Gay organiza¬ 
tions despite what some organizational 
persons contend. Why there is such 
lethargy and acquiescence of over 99% 
of San Francisco homosexuals to their 
stat of oppression, suppression, exploit¬ 
ation etc. has been a puzzle to me. 

But on leaving that class on April 4, 
Roberta said “I feel that I am better 
than those persons who were there. The 
whole evening was a waste of my time.” 
It started me to thinking on why Gay 
persons are not involved in the Gay 
Movement. Isn’t it because 99% of San 
Francisco homosexuals feel that they 
are better than those persons involved in 
the Movement? 

Why are persons who are in Gay or¬ 
ganizations, active? 


I was activated because of a personal 
experience, traumatic in many respects, 
concerning police injustice to myself 
and subsequent acceptance of such 
police actions as justified by Gay per¬ 
sons that I knew. It angered me. In the 
past most active persons in the homo¬ 
sexual movement have been penalized 
through law enforcement for being 
homosexual. Those that were not in the 
above category, far fewer in number, 
were persons who were not able to cope 
with their personhood. I have met only 
two persons who were active in the Gay 
Movement who were NOT in one of the 
two above categories and who were ac¬ 
tive in an idealistic or altruistic sense. 

So no one in the Gay Movement can 
say, or has been able to say at any time, 
that they truly represented the totality 
of homosexuals or even a significant 
part of them. 

Combine a loud group of feminist 
consciousness raised stomping dykes 
and a sprinkling of misguided tran¬ 
sexuals to the male Gay Liberationists 
who are wandering around in a violet 
blue cloud and you have that group 
which constitutes the “Gay Liberation 
Front.” Today, when faced with such a 
minority within a minority as the Gay 
Liberation factions, one realizes that 
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there are no leaders, no troops, no ideas, 
no actions, no plans, no concepts even 
of what constitutes homosexuality with¬ 
in their ranks. Their existing credo of 
“organizing anarchists” is a frightening 
camp. 

Devastating is the spectre raised by 
Gay Women’s Liberation. I spent two 
hours of instruction on the newest fad 
of Women’s Lib; it is called conscious¬ 
ness raising. This technique as outlined 
in “Notes From The Second Year of 
Women’s Liberation” under the title, 
“A Program for Feminist Consciousness 
Raising” by Ms. Sarachild, is one of 
anti-discipline education and a dispar¬ 
aging of traditional leadership concepts. 
The Feminist program is inherently 
self-destructive. I got the impression of 
a group of women staring resentfully at 
their vaginas and gradually raising their 
perception through group brainwashing 
using feelings reactions to one of love for 
their navels. The social result has been a 
boom in the feminine hygene deodor¬ 
ants sales. 

From the selfishness and conceit of 
the Gay Liberationists, one is doubly 
saddened by looking at what has hap¬ 
pened to the established organizations. 
The stifling group “cliqueism” and ex¬ 
clusions policies are so childish that I 
have always felt no answer was needed. 
Now I have run into some, like those 
intellectual Gay Liberationists, who ac¬ 
tually believe individuals like George 
Mendenhall. 

Look at George’s last letter to 
B.A.R. “It is essential that your readers 
know that Bill Beardemphl (W.E.B.) is 
uninformed”, says dear George. 

Isn’t that your job to inform me 
George? You are the editor of 
VECTOR, a publication which is sup¬ 
posed to inform all homosexuals in San 
Francisco as to just what is happening in 
our community. I really had always 
hoped that likeable old George would 
do more for VECTOR than just print 
poorly done pictures of nude boys. 
Really George, you are better than you 
allow yourself to appear. 

The rest of George’s letter is such 
bull that it requires no answer. 

Who put VECTOR in business 
George? 

Stop lying to yourself. 

I guess I will have to take it all 
back...unless...

NEW POLICY AND SHOW 
AT THE 181 CLUB 

The 181 CLUB has undergone a 
facelift. The PLAYBOYS have closed, 
gone is the bad service, drink prices are 
reasonable, there is a new manager 


who’s actually a nice guy, the club is 
now only open four nights a week 
(Thurs. thru Sun.), and there is a new 
show that at least holds the portent of 
promise. Big Jimmy is currently 
headlining the bill four nights a week, 
doing many of the numbers that first 
brought him to fame with THE 
CASHEWS back in those FANTASY 
days, and more recently at the *P.S. 
Appearing with Big Jimmy are three 
go-go boys and a guest star booked in 
for one-week-only, so a new act is 
guaranteed every week. I caught the 
show on Sunday night, which is guest 
star night (meaning new acts that want 
to.audition for the possibility of future 
employment, not to be confused with 
the guest star already appearing for the 
week - are you still with me?). As usual 
in showbars that hold open auditions, 
the guests ranged from Promising-New- 
come r-With-Good-Potential to How- 
D o - Y o u - F e el-Ab out- Mercy-Killings?. 
But, every well-known entertainer in 
this city sometime, years back, had to 
go through the same growing pains fof 
trying to learn his craft working on a 
stage, usually working dirt cheap or for 


nothing just to be able to learn and gain 
experience, so scoff not too readily at a 
young, awkward act lacking experience 
- he just might become a first-rate 
entertainer if someone is willing to take 
a chance. It all boils down to that word 
“potential.” And the 181 has lots of 
potential now. 

The go-go boys are Aaron, long 
blonde-haired hippie-look and a wild 
dancer, Chuck, the blonde Jack 
Armstrong clean-cut type, and Kevin, 
Wuthering Heights set to music. 'Big 
Jimmy and the boys do “Mein Herr” 
from “Cabaret” and it works 
surprisingly well. More production 
numbers are planned for next week and 
such names as Jae Stevens, Karl Kay and 
Vicki Marlane have been mentioned as 
future possible guest stars. 

All in all, it’s a whole new ballgame 
for the 181 CLUB. On April 20th, they 
celebrate their first anniversary as a 
liquor bar, with many guest artists and a 
special show. They’re starting off their 
second year with a good beginning. I 
hope in the new ballgame they hit a 
homer this time and fulfill their 
potential as a showbar. 
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WOOLF?, John W. Bush's interpretation 
of Edward Albee's play, presented by 
San Francisco Independent Theatre, 
John W. Bush, producer; directed by 
Roma Tomelty; starring Bob Lester, 
Bob Jeffries, Wyn Brown and Bob 
Hroncich; setting by Ric Jackson. 

John Bush’s interpretation of 
Edward Albee’s “Who’s Afraid of 
Virginia Woolf?” closed last Friday, 
April 7th, at the Boarding House 
Theatre, after two performances. The 
closing was a sad event, because if the 
play had continued, it would have been 
a plus for the dramatic side of theatre in 


TWO ON THE AISLE

San Francisco. 

Let me say the production was first 
rate. You sat for three hours plus, 
transfixed on what you were witnessing: 
a small-college-town drama unfolding in 
the living room of a math professor who 
is married to the college president’s 
daughter. She is a large boisterous 
woman of 52; he’s a younger 46 and 
going gray. Enter two young types: a 
newly married Biology professor of 30 
and his petite, plain wife of 26. All have 
been to a party and the two youngsters 
are nitecaping it at George and Martha’s. 
Let the fun and games begin. 

In this presentation, we were 
witnessing four men assuming the roles. 


It was hard-going for the audience to 
believe Martha (played by Bob Lester) 
and Honey (by Bob Hroncich) were 
female. Not until Martha changed and 
came down with shoulder-length hair 
and frilly shirt, did we associate names. 
From then on, it was fire and 
brimstone. 

Bob Lester’s Martha, from that point 
on, was right on course and there was 
no stopping him. When he finally broke 
down in Act III and cried out, the 
goose-bumps were flying all over the 
theatre. Where, in “Boys in the Band” 
when Mr. Lester played Michael, I 
couldn’t bear a same-such outcry, this 
one rang true with great feeling. It’s a 
bitch of a role where scenery-chewing 
could have gotten out of hand, but his 
was an honest portrayal. 

As George, Bob Jeffries was slow to 
warm up, but in the middle of ACT I, 
he got hot and came on strong and 
finished in the money (Albee’s 
monologues are not easily handled, but 
Mr. Jeffries was in good form). 

Bob Hroncich, as Honey, gave a sly, 
gentle, naive approach and garnered 
many laughs. Again, he was believable as 
the frail little mouse. There was just 
enough coyness in Mr. Hroncich’s 
attitude. 

As Nick, Wyn Brown was the weak 
link in the foursome. Mr. Brown is a 
good looking actor, but one wondered, 
while watching, if he had any emotions 
at all, as he never showed any. In a role 
such as Nick, if he doesn’t smoke, he 
must do something besides sit in his 
chair, upright; arms folded. He must 
move in his chair, or create bits of 
business. And, if I went to a party at 
eight in the evening, then stayed-up 
with people like George and Martha 
until dawn, would I go home without a 
single hair mussed and looking every bit 
as good as when I left my house? Come, 
come. Nick is an athlete, he’s been 
dancing and to bed with Martha. At 
least a shirt-tail should have been 
showing. And a little more fire in your 
delivery: if you get angry at George, 
show it. 

Mr. Albee’s text was kept intact: 
nothing deleted, no one spared. George 
and Martha had at each other to 
everyone’s satisfaction; Nick and Honey 
went off to have a baby. As I see it, the 
only way four men can do this play 
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would be to alter the script; change the 
names - then you’re in business. As it 
stands, even as good as the production 
was, you can’t look at a man and call 
him Martha all night. 

On the technical side of the show, 
Miss Tomelty’s direction was swift and 
clean and kept her actors at the right 
pace. 

The set by Ric Jackson was 
adequate, but not stuffy or dark enough 
for a professor’s home. There weren’t 
enough books on the set, and those that 
were were practically out of sight. 

Since there was no lighting credit, 
someone should have been up on cues 
when George turned the lamps off, and 
the non-playing area downstage, near 
the door, was lit much too brightly 
during Acts I and III. 

To the Boarding House Theatre: 
thank God it was a good production, as 
the seats were the hardest and most 
uncomfortable in the Western World. 
And also, since the room isn’t elevated, 
chairs should be staggered, as the people 
sitting from half-way back have to strain 
their necks for three hours to catch all 
the action. 

Since the John Bush production was 
closed by Albee and associates, the 
producer will have to bear the blame 
himself. Ever since Uta Hagen, as 
Martha, first uttered the words, “What a 
dump!”, on October 13th, 1962, 
controversy began as to whether 
Edward Albee actually structured 
“...Virginia Woolf?” for four men. 
Colleges in Pennsylvania and Rhode 
Island have tried to produce it that way 
- all were foiled by the author. As 
recently as eight months ago, Hank 
Fonda, Richard Burton, Jon Voight 
and Warren Beatty tried to head a 
company to do it - again, the author 
intervened. Now I could understand if 
John Bush’s production were the first to 
try it, and the author stepped in and 
said, “No.” But all who are in the 
business know Albee’s feeling on this 
matter. Why, Mr. Bush? Why, Miss 
Tometly? Is New York half-way ’round 
the world? Are communications so bad 
between here and the East Coast? Did 
you really think Albee-Barr-Wilder 
would not hear of the production? I 
would like to think we here by the Bay 
are not that gullible and naive.

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working toward becoming a more three 
dimensional performer. He has omitted 
none of his previous style - the cannon 
-barage of hilarious vignettes, brilliantly 
conceived and performed — but has add¬ 
ed an easy, relaxed style of singing — 
sort of a John Davidson cum Perry 
Como. That may sound charming, and 
to some extent it is, but it also indicates 
what was wrong on February 20th: 
when a man with the mastery of so 
many comic techniques; with a present¬ 
ation of such varied comic styles - from 
low to high camp, burlesque to Moliere, 
Queenie to Falstaff — adds a new facet 
to his personality, back-to-back with the 
former, and it is not varied, there is an 
obvious lack, comparatively speaking. 
Each song (with the single exception of 
“You’re blase’”) seemed to be com¬ 
posed of additional verses of the first 
song he sang, and the result was a bit 
tedious for the audience. 

Ah, but Michael Greer is audience- 
aware (this is proven by his prior success 
at total audience-communication and 
command)... once burned, lesson 
learned... and his current song segments 
are varied - and not just in material, 
but in performance. The easy, relaxed 
style is still there... but so is a powerful. 


dramatic style; a tortured, pleading 
style; a sad, philosophical style... 

All of the songs Mr. Greer is deliver¬ 
ing these days don’t compete with his 
comedy — only one equals it (does it 
ever!) — but that’s just a matter of his 
being more secure when he does it (it’s 
odd how nervous he is when he’s singing 
a song that’s not quite working yet... 
and how totally commanding he is when 
a particular song is knocking ’em dead... 
and how calm and collected he is when 
another song has his audience mes¬ 
merized. It occurs to me that perhaps 
the song that’s not working is playing 
games with him because he hasn’t 
grabbed it behind the neck and made it 
do what he wants it to do). But the 
material is there, now, and the three 
dimensional Michael Greer is off and 
running. 

The song that’s knocking ’em dead 
is, in actuality, a medley... from “Jesus 
Christ, Superstar” ...and it’s knocking 
’em dead because of the power and 
drama Mr. Greer is putting into it. He’s 
gently in awe and overwhelmed as he 
sings “I Don’t Know How to Love 
Him”; then, suddenly, he’s regal and 
authoritative, jerking violently into the 
character of Pontius Pilate, as his chair 
becomes a throne in his mind’s eye... to 
such an extent that you, too, can see its 
gilt and etched wood carvings, its velvet 
cushions... and he is suddenly a megalo¬ 
maniac... and the big, bejeweled rings 
grow out of his fingers from the hairs on 
his hand... and you can see them, too, 
dazzling in the light... and you wince to 
keep from being blinded... and he 
turns... and you duck to keep from 
being knocked out of your chair by his 
heavy, extensive robes which have sud¬ 
denly transformed out of his camel- 
colored suit. He is towering, powerful, 
mercilessly patronizing to the poor 
Christ in your midst. He stands over you 
and he is frightening. His arms raise up, 
the hands jerked violently toward the 
accused, the index fingers pointed out, 
and the fingernails seem eight inches 
long. His voice booms, “Jesus Christ?!” 
BOOM. BOOM. BO... What’s happen¬ 
ing? He’s melting away, and visions of 
the witch in the “Wizard of Oz” come 
to mind, and the rings disappear, and 
the robes, and the throne, and “he’s just 
a man” drifts delicately across the stage. 
Who’s singing? A gentle, awe-struck and 



























overwhelmed person... certainly. 
Michael Greer? No way. But he’s fooled 
you, hasn’t he? When the smoke clears 
away, there’s Michael Greer standing in 
the ashes... of your mind. 

Yes, the three dimensional Michael 
Greer is off agd running... with nuclear 
power!

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Dining out can be either a highly 
pleasureable experience or a frustrating 
and irritating ordeal. Contrary to. 
popular belief, the difference is most 
often up to*you. 

The following series of articles is 
written by a waiter who has worked on 
both coasts and in many types of 
restaurants - from typical “grab-a-bite” 
snack bars to exclusive “prix fixe” 
gourmet restaurants and resorts, many 
catering to a “Gay” crowd. The author 
hopes that the information given here 
will expand your understanding of the 
etiquette of dining out, encourage you 


to do so more often and help you to 
enjoy it more when you do. 

If you have any questions which are 
not covered in the articles, please write 
to us, care of B.A.R., and we shall be 
happy to answer you in the column. 

Many people insist, even to 
themselves, that the reason they don’t 
dine out more often is that it is too 
expensive. The more likely reason is 
that such people have limited their 
selection of dining places to those that 
are MORE than moderately priced and 
to which they go only to celebrate or ot 
impress a guest. Dining out need not be 


reserved for special occasions; any time 
the larder is bare, your culinary 
imagination wears thin, or you just want 
a change of atmosphere - THAT’S the 
time to go out to eat! 

San Francisco is known for its 
GREAT restaurants. Some are truly 
great, but many more are over-touted 
and overpriced. But San Francisco is 
also known for its great VARIETY of 
restaurants, and there are several to fit 
your taste and budget. Yes, NICE 
restaurants with GOOD food, 
REASONABLE prices and a 
PLEASANT atmosphere. 

A glance through any newspaper, 
guide book or telephone directory will 
reveal hundreds of restaurant 
advertisements and listings - enough to 
boggle the mind of the most daring 
adventurer and make him call the 
nearest Chicken Delight. Don’t let them 
scare you! 

First, look for some familiar names. 
(Have any of your friends recently 
mentioned a place which particulary 
pleased them? Did you notice the name 
of a restaurant you’ve always meant to 
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try but have never got around to?) Or to 
try a different tact, what type of food 
would you like for a change? French? 
Chinese? Italian? If worse comes to 
worse, throw darts at the Yellow Pages! 

O.K., now you have lined up a few 
tentative suggestions. What do you do? 
READ THE ADVERTISEMENT! Many 
ads give little more than the name, 
address and telephone number of the 
restaurant. Even those with luscious 
pictures and delicious descriptions are 
not always reliable; after all, they are 
designed to bring in the customers, not 
present an objective view. Look for the 
following information: days and hours 
of business, type of cuisine served and 
price range. 

It is disappointing, indeed, to take a 
cab across town only to find that the 
restaurant you have selected is closed on 
Mondays. Worse than going to the 
wrong restaurant its going to the right 
one at the wrong time. 

Once you have found that the 
restaurant in which you are interested is 
open, your next consideration will be 
the cuisine. If you have a huge appetite 
and are ready to sink your teeth into a 
rare steak, even the most inexpensive 
and charming crepery will not satisfy 
your hunger. Likewise, a 
meat-and-potatoes type will be apt to 
feel queasy at an exotic array of 
Japanese delicacies. Check also to see if 
the restaurant has a daily or chefs 
special; often these are an especially 
tasty and reasonable buy. 

Certainly, too, the price range is a 
most important matter and one which 
often causes the most apprehension and 
embarassment. It needn’t! Too often a 
perfectly lovely dinner has been spoiled 
by a glance at the check or an appetite 
killed effectively by a look at the price 
side of the menu. 

The last important thing to consider 
is the mood or ambiance of a restaurant 
and this of course is highly variable and 
subjective. Do you feel like a lively 
restaurant (perhaps with 
entertainment)? Music and dancing? Or 
are you in the mood for a quiet evening 
and a little tete-a-tete in a cozy candlelit 
corner? 

Very few advertisements will answer 
all of these questions for you, so you 
must take your most potent tool in 
hand (not that one!) — the telephone. 


Any restaurant will be happy to answer 
your questions over the telephone and 
most will be as honest as they can; no 
restaurant wants an unhappy customer. 
Good restauranteurs realize that they 
can create more good will and better 
business by being honest in the first 
place than by seducing you in and then 
disappointing you. 

CALL THE RESTAURANT and 
inqure: “What days and hours are you 
open? What type of cuisine do you 
specialize in? What is the price range? 


Planning ahead will do a great deal 
to avoid many of the pitfalls and will 
open a door to new adventure. By going 
into a new restaurant “blind”, you may 
be disappointed and end up blaming the 
establishment unfairly. But by checking 
first, you may find a gem you can 
proudly recommend to friends - “I’ve 
found the most fantastic restaurant...” 
Bon Appetit!!

However, during the rutting season, the 
female puts off another odor which is 
attractive to males, but except for the 
half-dozen days per year of the rutting 
season, male animals can’t tolerate the 
smell of the females. The offensive odor 
is nature’s defense against 
overpopulation. 

Except for the rutting days, male 
animals avoid females completely. 
Anyone who has gone past a pasture has 
seen for themselves that the cows all 
stay together at one end of the pasture 
- the bulls at the extreme end, as far 
away from the offensive smell as 
possible. It’s the same with almost all 
species. Human tribal societies show a 
similar pattern. The females stay in the 
village weaving, making pots and the 
like, while the males are out hunting 
and having sex with each other. Most 
cultures have men’s houses where the 
males live. The females live in separate 
houses in another part of town, or in a 
different town some distance from the 
men’s community. The only time the 
men and women get together in most 
primitive societies is once a year or so 
for impregnation purposes, but these 
reproductive meetings are hardly sexual 
in nature. 

In modern American society, males 
avoid females as much as possible. Most 
men work in exclusively male 
environments. In the evenings they try 
to escape female company by watching 
all-male sports or going out to play 
poker or drink with the boys. 

Zoological studies indicate that a 


third of all male animals are exclusively 
homosexual. The other two-thirds 
copulate with females occasionally, but 
are still dominantly homosexual. Not 
one instance of an exclusively 
heterosexual animal has ever been 
reported. 

Then how can there be human hets? 

Human females, of course, put off 
an offensive odor that repels males. Any 
man who has ridden in a crowded 
elevator or bus on a hot, humid day has 
experienced the nausea that men feel 
when they smell vaginal odor. Nature 
intended for vaginal odor to prevent too 
much heterosexuality and the resultant 
overpopulation and ecological 
imbalance. 

The neo-Babylonians - the same

The neo-Babylonians learned that 
musk is used by nature to assure that 
males will be sexually attracted to other 
males. But they also figured out that, by 
having their women wear perfume, 
females could be made sexually 
attractive to males. Smell is recognized 
to be the most important factor in 
sexual attraction. When females wear a 
male scent, it causes sensory confusion 
in males, thus making unnatural 
cross-sexual attraction possible. 

Why do many hets refer to the sex 
organs as “reproductive organs”? 

The churches and schools have 
conditioned most hets into believing 
that the sole purpose of the sex organs 
is reproduction. Of course, reproduction 
is one of the minor functions of the sex 
organs, but to say that the sex organs 
are “reproductive organs” is as 
ridiculous as asserting that the tongue is 
a “speech organ”.

CALIFORNIA DEMOCRATIC 
PLATFORM HEARINGS 
Gay Rights Arrive 

(second article in a series) 

“A SERIOUS RISK: 

By so long condoning injustice, our 
Society seems almost to be deliberately 
driving more and more people into 
outlaw and revolutionary positions. 
Where prejudice wearing gun and badge 
causes sizeable numbers of good citizens 
to fear the police, we create dangerous 
rifts not easily bridged. 

“WE INSIST: 

-as Dr. Kinsey did in 1948, and as 
most contenders for the Democratic 
Presidential nomination have done this 
year, that the continued punishment of 
Gays for sex acts which others engage in 
without punishment is discriminatory 
and serves no public good. 

—as the British Parliament decided in 
1967, supported by the Church of 
England, the Catholic Church, Quakers 
and the Medical profession, that legal 
persecution of Gays damages public 
order rather than protecting it. 

—as the American Law Institute’s 
MODEL PENAL CODE recommended 
in 1955, and as other professional and 
church bodies have done since, that the 
remaining 45 states follow the lead of 
Illinois, Connecticut, Colorado, Oregon 
and Idaho [and of most modern nations 
except Russia and Cuba] in removing 
those statutes which penalize private sex 
acts between consenting adults. 

—on a shift of emphasis in this 
section of the Draft Platform, giving 
justice a consideration at least equal to 
law enforcement — alas, not always the 
same thing. 

—on the Platform’s inclusion of the 
principal put forward by Lyndon 
Johnson’s 1967 Presidential Crime 
Commission, calling for a lightening of 
the law enforcement burden, and a 
removal of constant cause for 
corruption, by the repeal of those 
unrealistic laws penalizing crimes which 
have no victims, such as laws against 
homosexual acts. 

—on an unequivocal Platform clause 
applying the discrimination ban in the 
1964 and 1968 Civil Rights Acts to 
discrimination against Gays. 

—on irnplimentation of the National 
Institute of Mental Health’s Task Force 


Report on Homosexuality (suppressed 
by the Nixon administration) 
.recommendation for educating 
policement regarding Gays and their 
rights. That education failing, we 
demand removal of police (specifically 
the Bull Connor of the Gay Rights 
Movement, Chief Davis of the LAPD) 
who display open contempt for Gays or 
other minorities, and the appointment, 
in every town of size, of police liason 
officers for the Gay Community. 

—on a clear legal distinction between 
behavior which ‘bothers’ some people, 
and behavior constituting a clear public 
danger, with penalties appropriate to 
the degree of public harm. Gays have 
the same right to kiss and touch in 
public as others have and the same full 
right to their life style. 

-on the abolition of police spying in 
toilet stalls, of all solicitation arrests 
where no one is ‘offended’ except the 
arresting officer, of mass arrests in Gay 
gathering places, of persons whose only 
offense is their presence there. 

-with John Stuart Mill, ‘that the 
only purpose for which power can be 
rightfully exercised over any member of 
a civilized community, against his will, 
is to prevent harm to others. His own 
good, either physical or moral, is not a 
sufficient warrant. He cannot rightfully 
be compelled to do or forbear, because 
it would be better for him to do so, 
because it will make him happier, 
because in the opinion of others to do 
so would be wise, or even right. These 
are good reasons for reasoning with 
him... but not for compelling him, or 
visiting him with any evil in case he do 
otherwise.’ 

“FROM FEAR TO PRIDE: 

When Gays, during and before the 
McCarthy-Nixon witchhunts of 1950, 
were so immersed in fear, so intimidated 
by psychoanalytic dogma, so 
surrounded by ignorance of their own 
character that police everywhere could 
and did treat us with impunity, even the 
most famous of celebrities could be 
driven from the country, and U.S. 
Senators to suicide. 

June 28, 1969 was our ‘Battle of 
Bunker Hill’. New York police met 
unexpected resistance during a routinely 
head-busting raid on a sleazy Gay bar on 
Christopher Street — appropriately 
called the STQNEWALL. Gays who had 


suffered meekly through thousands of 
previous raids were caught up in a new 
spirit. 

Our old timid Gay Rights Movement 
had taken a few of us 19 years to find 
perhaps 2000 members — chiefly in 5 
cities. Within a year, our new militancy 
had surfaced even in small cities in 
Kansas and Montana, mobilizing tens of 
thousands of ‘new Gays’ who had no 
intention of waiting 40 more years for 
stingy gains. 

Our nationwide commemorations of 
Christopher Street in 1970, from San 
Jose’ to Boston, emphasixed our new 
birth in freedom, our firm 
determination that we will no longer be 
persecuted or ignored in a society that 
calls itself free. 

Gays have contributed much to the 
American heritage. Both the Europeans 
who came to these shores and the native 
Americans they inundated included 
Gays. Some of the proudest names in 
American history, both poets and 
Presidents, were, secretly, OUR names. 
“WE SHALL BE HEARD: 

Some Gays, enraged by unending 
injustice, have given up faith in 
America, and have indeed joined that 
‘freaking fag revolution’ set off by our 
party’s 1968 disaster in Chicago. We 
understand their anger — even if we are 
not yet ready to give up on ‘the 
System’. 

But we no longer intend to hide in 
dark comers, to whisper our name. 

We sincerely hope that the 
aspirations and needs of Gays will be 
heard, in this Summer of ’72, INSIDE 
The Democratic National Convention in 
Miami. 

You may determine whether our 
voice will be heard INSIDE or 
OUTSIDE of the Democratic Party - a 
party which, for many Gays, still stands 
for fairness, for progress, for equality, 
for brushing away the miasma of 
outworn prejudice and persecution; a 
party which still has a track record that 
compares favorably with other parties 
now beginning to woo us. 

You can determine if you will listen 
to us. You cannot determine if we will 
be heard.”
